TRACK  AND  CROSS  COUNTRY 
Track  and  cross-country  were  established  as  varsity 
sports  at  Williams  when  the  present  seniors  were  fresh- 
men. The  cross-country  team  has  won  a championship 
for  each  of  the  past  four  years,  and  has  compiled  a 
record  of  23-10  for  four  years.  In  1960,  by  winning  the 
First  Annual  Catholic  Memorial  Invitational  Meet,  it 
ran  to  a surprise  tie  with  powerful  Lawrence  Central. 
Three  of  the  top  six  runners  on  that  team  were  mem- 
bers of  the  present  senior  class,  and  for  the  next  three 
years  the  team  was  composed  almost  entirely  of  the 
class  of  1964.  The  basically  sophomore  team  won  the 
Class  C State  Meet  in  1961,  and  in  1962  the  same 
runners  captured  the  coveted  South  Shore  Crown.  Last 
fall,  under  Coach  John  McGuire,  the  team  compiled  a 
4-0  league  record  to  win  the  Catholic  League  Southern 
Division  Championship.  The  seniors  on  the  first  team 
were  co-captains  Donald  May  and  Paul  Joseph,  along 
with  George  Gallagher,  and  Robert  Nugent. 

Under  its  third  coach,  John  McGuire,  the  track  team 
compiled  a 4-2  record  in  the  1962-1963  winter  season. 
The  team  then  consisted  almost  entirely  of  members  of

the  present  senior  class.  Although  unable  to  win  a 
single  meet  in  the  spring  of  1963,  the  team  scored  well 
in  major  meets.  In  the  St.  John’s  Relays,  a team  consist- 
ing of  George  Gallagher,  Jerry  McAuliffe,  Dan  Shea, 
and  Don  May  set  an  all-class  for  the  distance  medley 
relay.  Led  by  440  winner  George  Gallagher,  and  880 
winner  and  record  holder  Don  May,  the  team  finished 
third  in  the  Class  B New  England  Catholic  Champion- 
ships. Every  runner  that  scored  for  Williams  in  that 
meet  was  a member  of  the  class  of  1964! 

Because  of  a lack  of  depth  and  a difficult  early 
schedule,  the  1963-1964  winter  track  team — forced  to 
hold  its  meets  outdoors — has  compiled  a mid-season 
record  of  1-3.  In  the  Class  C State  Meet,  however, 
Williams,  despite  its  small  size,  finished  a close  third 
out  of  thirty  schools.  In  this  meet  the  score  was  com- 
piled by  Don  May,  1st  in  the  1000;  George  Gallagher, 
and  Kevin  Shea.  Don  May,  the  most  outstanding  mem- 
ber of  the  team  qualified  for  the  National  Schoolboy 
Meet  to  be  held  in  New  York.  Captain  George  Gal- 
lagher, Don  May,  and  the  members  of  the  relay  team 
are  league  champions  and  record  holders.
